NEW YEAR'S CUSTOMS 


H um an Nature, like rile colt, 
will 
not w ear its harness o f labor forever 
and a day. 
Every once in awhile, with 
certain traditional customs as a suf­ 
ficient pretext, it ties up the m achin­ 
ery of bread-winning and money-get­ 
ting. 
You may 
whistle 
for

butcher or your baker if he i- out 
"tils t-footing” with the Scotchm an or 
horn-blowing with the American. 
And so in every one ot the states 
but three. M assachusetts. Maine, and 
Kansas. New Year's is a legal holiday, 
though it seems incongruous to begin 
your year's work bv bouts of feasting 
that upset your insides for a week. 
So far as the customs of New Year 
have any intelligible meaning, they 
seem to suggest a revolt of toilsome 
hum an nature against 
the tram m els 
of regular daily work. 
T here is an 
old superstition, that no water, ashes, 
nor refuse may be thrown from the 
house that day. else ill luck will fol­ 
low the home for the 
twelvemonth. 
Probably this expresses a traditional 
sentim ent, in favor of keeping tilt' day 
free from even Hie most routine of 
household duties, which is. of course, 
impossible in view of the universal 
feasting. 
T he curious custom of “first-footing' 
proceeds from the superstition that it 
brings ii! luck if a m ember of tho fam­ 
ily leaves the hou'-e New Year's day 


b e f o r e an outsider enters. 
This seems 
significant of an ancient feeling that 
New Year’s is a time for hospitality, 
that you m ust receive and entertain 
your friends, who must set the “first 
foot” on your door step before

Dr. Gould warns physicians, oculists 
and nerve specialists to be on the 
w atchout for such 
symptoms,

when found thut attendance at mov­ 
ing picture show s he considered as a 
cause.

by strain or abuse of the eyes of am 
kind. 
T he most common are those of 
sick headache, such as intense weari­ 
ness of the eyes and brain, a dazed, 
"good for n o thing’' feeling, lack of 
energy and appetite, “upset stomach,'' 
vomiting, sleepiness aud other effects. 
lf the patient is wearing glasses, he 
may think “ my glasses need (hang 
Rig.''

Receipts were 2490 pounds. 
The butter m arket was firm, with 
receipts 21,940 pounds. 
Offerings of 
extras were rath er light, with as high 
as 24 cents bid. 
E astern extras in 
lim ited quantities were offered at 31(4 
cents and eastern firsts at 29(fc. 
The' Treat* Big m arket 
cont inued 
firm, w ith the tendency slightly up­ 
ward. There is a probability of an ad­ 
vance, but not a large one. 
Eastern 
storage eggs were offered as low as 
22 cents, and the m arket was easy. 
Reported receipts were 133 cases. 
A shipm ent of cherimoyas came in 
, from Hollywood. 
The fruit w as sell­ 
ing at 20 cents a pound. 
The cheri­ 
moya resem bles ice cream very much 
in taste, and is among those rare sub­ 
tropical fruits which finds a home in 
Certain sections of California. 
The 
quantity produced is very small, how­ 
ever, and the commercial value of the 
product la to an extent limited by its 
perishability. 
But some time ago a 
cherim oya was produced with a shell, 
resem bling th at of a nut, instead of 
the usual skin, and it is believed that 
if tills variety can be developed u very 
profit able comm ercial dainty may be 
produced.. The cherim oya grows very 
well in most of the frost-free regions 
surrounding Los Angeles, and is also 
cultivated in Santa B arbara . county 
w here it was originally introduced by 
a certain Judge Ord. 
Owing to its 
scarcity the fruit brings a very high 
price. 
Receipts of apples were 1949 boxes 
and prices were quoted up in some in 
stances yesterday on certain varieties 
including Bellefleur* and Rome Beau 
tleB. 
T hf supply of oranges was up 
to the average and the demand good 
Reported receipts of potatoes were 
3067 sacks. 
One sack of potatoes and 
300 of onions came in. 
Some dealers 
quoted beans, cabbage, bell peppers 
up. 
The celery m arket wag reported 
firm in some instances, but the pres 
eat supply appears to be very good, 
and the price is likely 
to 
rem ain 
steady. 
Some damage has been done 
to the best grades by recent frosts. 
It is probable that this w eather con­ 
dition has also been responsible for 
the upw’ard tendency in some other 
vegetables lately.
